IIUBLANP has many Hiirprlsoe for th(? 
trareler whose- oi)inlon of the Irlth 
has been foruiod fruni hl» vi;<itH to tin' 
theater, where "I'at" Is always dreBsed 
In aome impohttiblu style, speak- 
ing a harsh and diaagreeuble tongue, 
and alwajra ready to obtrude his im- 
portance upon the audience. If such 
a tjpe ever existed, it has left Ireland, 
tor the brogue of the Irish it a pleat- 
ant dlreraion to thote who vlalt the 
land. There it is recognised at the 
accomplishment of those who have 
preserved their own native Gaelic 




attractive cliaracterlntlc's of thi' peo- 
ple aro portrayed. Souttic rn In land 
is so poor In fiinii landu tliat tlu- trav- 
eler woi](ler8 liow tlie peuRuiilB live, 
surroimdi d In many places by rocks, 
heutUer fields and peat bogs, with 
here and there only a little patch of 
reclaimed land, where a few potatoes 
or some greens majr be grown. 

Even pigs are scarce. Unless theM 
little grunters are really kept in the 
parlor* of the one or two roomed 
cabins, they are noted more for their 
absence than by their presence. The 
beautiful heather fields of the island 
are n snare for the stranger who starts 
1(1 gather a b.inch of the pretty win ds, 
as thi TO Ih a|il to bo a particulai ly 
beautiful spray a little way off from 
tiio road. Hut woe unto him who 
l.ikt'B lii.s llrst step from the hiKhway 
Ills feet sink lo lilfl RhoctojiH iiilo the 
marsh. Anoitii-r i^lii', and it \ti dilll- 
cult to get out. To attempt to cross 
the boK would be serious, and so the 
traveler comes to understand why the 
peasants do not dear thoto fields and 
plant crops. 

Among the peasants there are many 
good Irish songs sung and many tales 
told of the "ould days" when "dis- 
cusslona with aticlu" wero the fash- 
ion. In a few old homes the big, stout 
siiiUelaha which have either lost or 
wo;i battles have been preserved for 
ReneratloiiH, descending with their his- 
tories from oldest Bon to oldest bon. 
I'ew tourists return from Ireland with- 
out a Htout bludffton, but that is a 
souvenir made only for the traveler; 
its length i.s only about one-hulf that 
of the (;lii thrcefoot flghtiDR stick 
which was used by a friend to cruck 
his neighbor's skull. In the days of 
faction flghting the followers of both 
sides welcomed the opportunity to get 
clean kilt," as they called it. it they 
were beaten or to murder, which meant 
beat, another. Despite the taot that 
the law was opposed to this form of 
ainusement. It was powerless in the 
hands o( Judges and Juries who them- 
selves took part In this favorite sport.

In that period of our national de- 
velopment when the home was a work- 
shop as wtil at a dwelling, the shoes, 
the clothing, the preserved foods, the 
smoked meats, the lard, noap, the can- 
dles and furniture were all made 
there. The child was ediicited in the 
school of experience. From the mo- 
ment they benan to crawl on thi' floor 
among tlu ir motlier's loom au'l spin- 
ning wheel they entered the industrial 
world and from that' time they ale, 
played and slept in a trade achool and 
had a daily .lesson In the world's work. 
Home Training Lost. 

By the invention of power-driven 
machinery, and ttie nhlftliiK of the in- 
dustry of the home to the factory and 
diversifying these manufacturing 
processes into an innumerable number 
of business enterprises, the child has 
exchanged a simple and near indus- 
trial world in the home for a compit 
caie<I and distant one, estranKed froni 
the home. When the hoine ceased m 
he a center of industry the child lost 
his opportunity to acquire that won 
derfully brciad view of t!;e orKaiiiza- 
tlon of the industries whlrh the home 
bad formerly kIvoii, also the training 
of the<eye and tho hand for direct and: cirntly and intelligently, that she be 
useful aoUon, trained concisely to solve the problem 

The only insUtution which can make of maintaining a home with a min- 
good this loss to the individual is the tmum of labor and a maximum of ro- 
school. . i^nlts. 



Statistics show that ninety-seven out 
of every hundred perr.ons attending 
the schools of Kentucky are, for ofte 
reason or another, unable to complete 
a higher conrte than that ot the ntral 
school or Its equivalent; therefore, it 
is necessary that durlftg the years 
spent <n school he be trained in the 
fundami iit.ilH of all useful knowledge, 
•hat he be prep.xtcd for life, that he 
b(» given tile proper aaiiert towar.l the 
things which as a citir.en he nill be 
called upon to do. For the ninety- 
seven who must leave school this 
period of training can not be deferred. 
Training for Home Making. 

All available data KOf to prm e that 
the majority of tlie women of the state 
will sooner or later bo the directing 
agents In their own homes. The only 
Institution which does and can offer 
systematic, definite training for the 
problems of the home, baseSl on 
science, is the school. 

Why should women be trained for 
home-making? Because the health 
reioiMs show that a large peri'enta/;e 
of deaths among habie.s Is pri veiitable, 
If the tiuitliers are taupht thai d'.ny 
and sour milk Is dangerous; because 
e\ idence.i) from many sources hear un- 
mistakable proof that mental and 
moral denclencles. are closely related 
to proper feeding and physical well- 
being; oecause many of our most prev- 
alent diseases have their inducing 
causes in the kind and quantity of food 
on the family table. Women must de 
i ermine and select the food of the fam- 
ily, i iire for Us health and develop the 
.social and moral jDwers of those com- 
posing their famil\ >;ri)up. ii, thrr.-fore. 
is necefsary, in order that she perform 
all the duties which come to her effl-

Did yon know that the estimated 
value of the eggs laid in the United 
States is six hundred million dollars, 
and th.tt forty-five million of this is 
wasted on account of bad conditions 
In the docks, in storage rooms and 
marketing tacUltles? Then knowing 
this, isn't it high time we looked into 
the cause of this waste? Our whole 
system of marketing eggs must be rev- 
olutionized if eggt are to reach the 
oonaumer in the condition they should. 
The trouble begins with the main pro- 
ducer, the farmer. In the first place, 
he Is extremely careless about the con- 
dition of his hens. To lay a perfectly 
good egg the heu must be in the pink 
flf condition. Then she mutt bO prop- 
erly housed and fed. 

The eggs from hens that are allowed 
to feed on filth from the pig pen or 
mannre pile aro no better than milk 
from alop-tad eows. The milk from 
garbaga-fed eowa it unlawful. There 
it a reason why such food la no bettor 
for laying hens than for dairy cows. 

.Most people who buy eggs for con- 
sumption have only one test as to 
goodness and quality, and that is 
freshness. But already with better 
knowledge a change from this Stand- 
ard is coming about and a discrim- 
inating public it demanding other 
things boalda treshnett in their ubie 
eggs. Thoro are aggs laid dally that are 
not fit for human consumption even 
when new laid. We would not belittle 
freshness in eggs. It is of great Im- 
portance, but only one of the prime re- 
quisites of good eggs. 

One of the reasons that eg^s reach 
the consumer with a taint to ihetii is, 
that the tUlers of many egi; easi s are 
soiled and iU-smelllim .Storing egg 
cases In a cellar or other damp, musty 
place is also an abomination. -It would 
be Just at tanltary 4o pack butter la 
dirty or bad-omelllng tubt aa to paek 
oggt in bad-tmelllng oatet. 



The farmer is often not only care- 
less us to where, when and how often 
he gathers hit eggs, but also as to 
where ho keeps thorn and bow long 
he holds them. 

The country merchant is In many 
instances to blame for the bad condi- 
tion in which eggs reach the consumer. 
In many cases he receives tlx* ejzg.-i 
while in good conilltioii, p;u'ks them In 
cases and stores them imder improper 
conditions until a convenient time for 
shipping. This condition should not 
be permitted to exist. Of course, in 
summer tho average egg it naturally 
ot a poorer quality than in tpring and 
winter, but they would roach the con- 
sumer in a much iMtter eondllion than 
they are now doing If tber<' werp 
promptness and co-operation in hand 
ling. 

As short, general rules to follow 
^vitli regard to producing eggt for mar- 
ket, let us Bay: 

1st. Have birds In perfect health. 

2nd. Have yards, houses and neati 



trd. Peed a balaaeod ration, mean- 
ing a food prepared to meet the re 

quirements of the laying hen. 
4tli. Dispose of male birds after the 

breeding season. 

oth. liather the eggs every day, 
When you And ii nest don't market the 
eggs if in any doubt about their fresh- 
ness. 

6tb. Combine all broody hens Of 
keep them separate from the layers. 

7th. Market weekly; and In tho hot 
summer months twioo'eaob wook. 

Sth. Keep tho eggt In a dry. eooi 
place. 

ytli. I'se egg cases or the small 
paper <artoons holding one or two 
dozen. This aids iiiateriaily in nial> 
Ing your product attractive.
